EXTENDING THE “ BORAH PARTY.»» 


Senator Borah has clev erly been calleii 
“a party within himself” in the senate. 
He has acq u ired and held the position 
which has inspired this title throu gh per­ 
sonal force and ability as mu ch as by his 
freq u ent repu blican irregu larity . 
Others 
hav e been as irregu lar as he, bu t wdth 
less force- 
Some of these hav e ev en been 
read ou t of the party , bu t not the senator 
from Idaho. 
Mr. Borah has nev er tested 
himself as a national figu re with the v ot­ 
ers of the cou ntry . 
He has not sou ght the 
repu blican nomination for the presidency . 
He declined the nomination for the v ice 
presidency when Dawes was selected at 
Clev eland. 
He has confined his battles 
and his insu rgency to the senate, ex cept 
for occasional speeches ov er the cou ntry . 
He has not tried to ex tend his “party ” 
throu gh the nation. 
That is, he has not 
attempted this u p u ntil the present time. 
Bu t now he has annou nced plans for a 
one-man campaign for repu blican reform, 
a speech-mak ing driv e throu gh repu blican 
territory which w'ill ex tend ov er a period 
of two y ears, beginning with the adjou rn­ 
ment of the present congress and w inding 
u p ju st before the national conv ention in 


1 9 28 . 
‘ The only thing new abou t this in the 
campaign itself. 
It is not necessary to 
point ou t that Mr. Borah has for many 
y ears been adv ocating repu blican reform, 
not u su ally in so many words bu t in op­ 
posing many of the policies of the Old 
Gtiard in the senate. 
He opposed the 
world cou rt, sponsored by the Coolidge 
administration; he has adv ocated recogni­ 
tion by the United States of sov iet Ru s­ 
sia; he is now^ of the opinion that the re­ 
pu blican party is too mu ch dominated by 
large indu strial and 
financial 
combina­ 
tions, inclu ding international bank ers. In 
Washington observ ers su m u p his coming 
campaign as a repu blican rev olu tion, em- 
b(5 dy ing a definite 
driv e 
for 
the presi­ 
dency by the Idaho senator. 
.Nothing cou ld be more anti-regu lar re­ 
pu blican 
and 
anti-Coolidge 
than 
Mr. 
Borah's plan to indict the influ ence of 
“big bu siness” in the party . 
It, of cou rse, 
has been the back bone of the party . Mr. 
Borah has not been a ty pical anti-Wall 
street man- He has not indu lged in v isions 
ofjnsidiou sness and sinister and selfish iii- 
triigu e in the “street.” 
Bu t he has at least 
been closely associated with the w’estern 
v iews and he plans to adv ance that v iew’ 
in his coming campaign. 
He will contend 
that a new repu blican deal is necessary , 
that there shou ld be agricu ltu ral reforms 
and better conditions in indu stry . 
There can be little dou bt bu t that Mr. 
Borah has been awaiting a propitiou s time 
to.present himself and his v iew’s to the na- 
ticgn. 
W hether this is su ch a time or not 
on4 y the fu tu re can say , bu t there are 
m^ny indications that it is the time. 
The 
w^Ost is dissatisfied with the present ad­ 
ministration in some of its major policies. 
Tlije feeling is general in that section, ap­ 
parently - that Mr. Coolidge and the pres­ 
ent congress hav e done ev ery thing for 
eastern bu siness and nothing for agricu l- 
t,u re.

PLAN TO REDUCE STATE TAXES. 


From tho St. J oseph Xews-Press. 
It cost $6 5 ,000,000 
to 
ru n ^Missou ri’s 
state gov ernment for the y ears 1923 and 
1924 . 
Ihe Missou ri Association for eco­ 
nomy in pu blic ex penditu res is look ing 
o\ei the field, w'ith the aid of ex perts, and 
has learned that in the last 20 y ears the 
cost of gov ernment in Missou ri has 
creased 2.15 times as fast as wealth 
the state has increased. 
Now the asso­ 
ciation proposes to do something abou t it 
not on political, bu t on economic lines. 
It is not the intention to hit any political 
party or any administration, bu t to try 
to redu ce the Missou ri “sy stem“ to a bu si­ 
ness basis, that there may be less needless 
w'aste, with corresponding relief to the 
tax pay er. 
So, w’hen the legislatu re con­ 
v enes nex t Janu ary , it will be ask ed to es­ 
tablish a bu dgersy sleni forlhe state, and 
to consolidate approx imately 
100 boards 
and agencies of the ^Missou ri state gov ern­ 
ment into a limited 
nu mber 
of depart­ 
ments. 
Here is a sample paragraph from 
the as.sociation’s report, ju st made pu blic: 
The book s of the state are not k ept in 
su ch a way that a definite estimate of 
cost is obtainable, nor is that the particu ­ 
lar tau lt of the sy stem and lack of real 
fiscal su perv ision. 
The sy stem of accou nt­ 
ing in Missou ri is archaic. 
It has not pro­ 
gressed as sy stems of accou nting hav e in 
other states. 
Fu nds are not properly ac­ 
cou nted for. 
Many institu tions in Mis­ 
sou ri, as well as some boards, collect and 
spend fees withou t accou nting for them 
throu gh tlie state treasu ry .
